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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argues that claims 3-5 were rejected 
with a new grounds. This argument is not convincing. The Amendment to claims 1 and 2 caused these claims 1 and 2 to be unclear and 
cause the scope of all of the pending claims to change to an unclear description. A "laser beam is a combined shape of characters" is not 
a clear description in claims 1 and 2. The Group of claims being examined is Claims 1-5. The description In claims 3-5 of irradiating a 
laser beam onto a laser beam irradiation area is not clear due to the unclear description of "irradiating a laser beam" as set forth in the 
new scope set forth in claims 1 and 2. The new claim language appears to be describing something other than what is considered to be a 
computer generated character set such as ABC or 123 or 
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
